I should be greatly obliged therefore if you could let 
me know whether Musin applied for a visé with the Chinese: 
Consulate in Marseilles on 7 June 1932 (visé No.5568) andi 
whether, on arrival in Shanghai on 12 July 1932, he has filled 
in the official Chinese form. 

If there showl4 be evidence that some person other thm 
Musin travelled om Blokker’s passyort to China, I should be 
grateful for auy information 1t might be possible te fummiah 
me in this connection, 
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
